This  8«.'ai^oii  lliiily  crib*  have  bc'n 
sunken  Mimusola  Poin  ,  and  nine- 
teen on  Wisconsin  Poii  t,  wliicli  in 
addition  to  the  work  lier.'tofore  dune 
makes  the  prosont  length  of  tho  pier 
on  Mirintxota  Point  2,5  60  fett,  and 
that  on  Wisi-onsin  Poii  t  864  H'ot. 
Minnesota  Pier  is  built  oii  a  curve 
with  a  radius  ot  1,200  feet  for  a 
length  of  1,504  feet,  ihenie  in  direc- 
tion of  n  tanijent  about  i  ortheast  for 
1, 05 G  feet  lurther;  this  pier  will  re- 
quire about  200  feet  luoe  in  length 
to  complete  it,  that  is,  cairy  it  out  to 
eighreen  feet  of  water  in  the  lake. 

Th.e  Wisconsin  Pier  is  built  paral- 
lel to  the  Minnesota  one.  Tho  plan 
of  the  improveraeni  is  tt  carry  both 
of  the  piers  out  to  eighteen  feet  of 
water;  it  is  then  expected  that  tho 
current  of  the  St.  Louis  ind  Nemaji 
rivers  confined  between  the  piers, 
which  are  about  350  feet  apnrt,  will 
scour  out  a  channel  of  at  least  twelve 
feet  ol  water.  This  expectation  has 
been  partially  beea  re:»lized  by  the 
effect  already  shown  (  n  the  bar, 
which  18  now  crossed  by  the  Minne 
sota  pier  entirely,  and  ii  just  being 
reached  by  the  Wisconsin  pier. 

These  piers  are  built  u  )on  the  gen- 
eral plan  adopted  by  U.  H.  Engineers 
for  the  improvement  of  e  itries  on  the 
Lakes.  They  consist  of  i  continuous 
line  of  crib  work  fi'-mly  bolted  and 
tied  together,  and  filled  with  loose 
stone.  The  first  course  1  uilt  is  on  an 
open  grillage,  and  so  arranged  that 
the  stone  can  pass  freel  '  through  it 
in  order  that  it  may  fill  up  any  ine- 
qualities of  the  bottom  »  n  which  the 
cribs  are  placed,  and  aUo  in  case  of 
abrasion  of  the  bottom  b  '  the  current 


cured  and  loaded  on  top  with  utone 
until  they  sink  to  the  bottom,  and 
then  filled  with  rock  to  the  water  sur- 
face. 

After  the  cribs  have  been  allowed  i 
a  few  montlis  to  settle,  *  coniiauouM 
superstructure  five  or  six  feet  high  is 
built  upon  th«>m,  tvhilo  the  intervaU 
between  the  cribs  are  filled  with  stone, 
and  a  plank  walk  along  the  centre 
three  feet  wide,  eompletes  the  work. 
It  has  been  found  in  practice  that  i' 
is  more  economical  and  convenient  t<> 
build  three  cribs  in  one,  making  what; 
ia  called  a  trible  crib  ninety-six  feet 
long,  thus  saving  time  in  sinking  and 
aligning  tho  work.

As  President,  of  the  Old  Settlers'
